TRAFFIC REGULATIONS AND SAFETY RULES 


1, Montana speed limits: daylight—65 miles per hour absolute speed; 

£55 miles per hour during the hours when lights are required, except where 

zoned and posted, Trucks in excess of 6,000 pounds gross weight—50 miles 
per hour. Vehicles towing house trailers—50 miles per hour. Speed limit 

‘on roads under construction—35 mites per hour, 

Vehicles entering main highways from side road or drive must yield 

Fight-of-way to vehicles traveling main highways, 

Vehicles must drive to right of centerline at all times except when passing 

another car. Never pass on hills or 

curves. Be sure you can see far enough 
ahead to maka a safe passing. Don't lose your head 

Proper signal must be given when | To save a minute;

Mechanical and electrical turn indicators are legal. 

Obey all warning signs, such as School Zone, Stop, Slow, Danger, Curve, 

eld Right-of-Way, and others. 

Never drive at a speed greater than that at which you can stop in the clear 

road visible ahead. Slow down at night or when the road is wet or icy. 

7, When approaching another car from either the front or rear, dim your 
lights. Don't be afraid to dim first. Courtesy promotes safety. 

8, Slow down when approaching any child, pedestrian, bicycle, livestock, 
parked car, or other obstruction on the highway. Be prepared for the 
unexpected. 

9. Don’t stop or park on the main-traveled portion of the highway, especially 
‘on hills or curves. Pull out on the shoulder. It's safe for you and other cars. 

10, Make a writen report to the Highway Patrol ofall accidents resulting in 
death, personal injury, or property damage of an apparent extent of 
$25.00 or more. 

11, When approaching school busses loading or unloading school children, 
drivers must stop and not proceed until school bus resumes motion,

TIPS FOR TRAILER OWNERS 


Montana highway regulations provide that no combination of auto and trailer 
shall exceed 60 ft, in length, or 96 in. in total outside width, or 13 ft. 6 in, in 
height. Trailers should carry red lights to the rear; green, amber or white 
lights to the front and amber side lights. The speed limit for vehicles towing 
house trailers is 50 miles per hour. No person shall occupy a house trailer 
while itis being moved upon a highway.

MONTANA ROADS OPEN FOR WINTER TRAVEL 


Modern maintenance equipment enables Montana to keep all primary roads 

(shown in red) open during winter months except for very short periods during

Logan Pass in Glacier National Park, closed from about Oct. 15 to June 1. 

Yellowstone National Park roads subject to closure after Oct. 15, except for

The Treasure State 


‘The third largest state, Montana averages 
580 miles in length and 315 m in width. 
The Continental Divide runs north and 
south through the western section. The 
highest point is Granite Peak, 12,850 
feet; the lowest is 1,820 feet on the Koo- 
tenai River at the Idaho line. 

Eastern Montana is plains country; 
plains and isolated mountain ranges form 
the central section; the western third is 
made up of mountains and mountain 
valleys. 

Climate varies with topography and 
altitude. Average annual temperature is 
42.9° F. Statewide average rainfall is 
14.59 inches. 

Nine railroads, 11 bus lines and 3 air 
lines serve Montana; 7,795 miles of paved 
highways cross the state. 

Vast lands suited to agriculture, fine 
native grasses, minerals, timber and water 
are Montana's most valuable resources. 

‘The value of farm production and in- 
livestock totals $475,000,000 


cultivation. Major crops are hard north- 
ern wheat, hay, barley, sugar beets, corn, 
oats, potatoes, alfalfa seed, mu 
seed, flaxseed and beans.

Montana has 21,000,000 ac: 
ber—ponderosa and lodgepole pine, west- 
ern larch, fir and spruce. Three million 
Christmas trees are cut each year. 
The annual value of forest products is 
$104,000,000. 

Electric power comes from numerous 
dams and steam generating plants. Major 
dams are Fort Peck and Hungry Horse. 
Under construction are two new dams— 
Noxon Rapids and Cochrane—and a new 
power plant at Fort Peck. 

Manufacturing includes refining of 
copper, zinc, aluminum and petroleum; 
production of elemental phosphorus and 
phosphate fertilizer, timber milling, sugar 
refining and flour milling. New industrial 
developments include a pulp mill near 
Missoula and a coal by-products plant at 
Red Lodge. Value of all manufactured 
products in Montana approximates 
$150,000,000 annually.
